COUNTY EXEMPTION BOARD 
SENDING OUT QUES- 
TI0NAIRES. 

The Local Draft Board of Bour- 
bon County, composed of County 
Clerk Pearce Paton, Sheriff W P 
Talbott and Dr. Silas Evans, is 
now very busy sending ont the new 
Questionaire to the 1,545 young men 
who are subject to the army draft 

Seventy-eight members of the 
draft will receive their question- 
aires to-day, and beginning again 
Monday seventy-eight more will be 
mailed out each day until the en- 
tire draft membership has been 
reached. 

Of the 1,545 names in the Bour- 
bon County draft, probably 150 
young men have already joined the 
colors, and this number, of course, 
will be excepted from the number 
of Questionaires mailed out. 

The Questionaire is to be filled 
out by the registrant and returned 
to the Local Board within seven 
days from date under penalty of a 
heavy fine and one year's impris- 
onment, and may also" result in the 
loss of valuable rights to the regis- 
trant and his immediate induction 
into military service. 

The Questionarie divides the reg- 
istrants into five classes, and the 
I registrant in, filling out his Ques- 
tionaire is asked to indicate into 
which of the five classes he belongs.

TION BOARD 



In the organization of the new 
draft classification system, Provost 
Marshal General Crowder announc- 
ed Wednesday, due regard was had 
for the faithful service of the men 
who compose the district and local 
boards of the country and their 
tasks were made lighter than under 
the old system. 

"It is not intended to impose 
clerical duties on the board mem- 
bers," said General Crowder, "and a 
chief clerk is authorized at $100 a 
month for every local board having 
over one thousand registrants. 
Nothing will be asked of local 
boards except an investigation of 
doubtful cases and their judicial 
opinion of the classes into which 
their registration should be placed, 
and a general supervision of the rec- 
ords of their jurisdiction as each 
new draft army may be called. 

"The work of being present at 
physical examinations has been 
tafcen from the local boards, while 
the work of mobilization is such 
that its representative can readily 
carry out the instructions, submit- 
ting papers to local boards for their
